WHEREAS, from time to time it is necessary for the 
Common Council to act upon an ordinance or resolution at the 
same meeting which it is introduced; and 

WHEREAS, it may be necessary for the Common Council to 
I hear testimony and discuss the merits of the bill prior to it 
I being placed on consideration for passage; and 

WHEREAS, Council Committee session is the most 
appropriate time to hold discussion and hear testimony 
regarding pending legislation. 

WHEREAS, it would be more efficient in the passage of 
legislation for the standing committees of the Common Council 
to have more than four members. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 32 of the Fort Wayne Code of 
Ordinances is hereby amended by repealing current section 
32.58(A) and replacing it with the following language: 

"Sec. 32.58(A). No ordinances shall be passed upon the 
same day it is introduced expect by suspension of the 
rules. At least two-thirds of the members-elect of the 
Council must vote in the affirmative for passage of any 
ordinance on the same day it is introduced. In the event 
of such an affirmative vote, the ordinance shall be 
, discussed during Committee session, immediately prior to 

I the Regular Session when the bill will be formally 

introduced and then placed on consideration for passage. 
The affirmative vote shall take place during the 
Committee session. This division does not apply to a 
zoning ordinance or amendment to a zoning ordinance that 
is adopted under I.C. 36-7." 

SECTION 2. That current section 32.58(D) is hereby 
repealed and replaced with the following language: 

"Sec. 32.58(D). Final vote for passage of a resolution 
may be taken at the meeting at which it is introduced, or 
said resolution may be referred to the appropriate 
committee as determined by a majority of Council present; 
provided that a resolution requiring affirmative action 
on behalf of the city shall be processed the same as an 
ordinance. In the event that the majority of the Common 
Council votes during Committee session that final passage 
of the resolution shall take place during Regular 
session, the ordinance shall be discussed during 
Committee session, immediately prior to the Regular 
Session when the bill will be formally introduced and 
then placed on consideration for passage." 
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SECTION 3. That current section 32.70 is hereby repealed 
and replaced with the following language: 

"Sec. 32.70 There shall be four standing committees in 
the Council, appointed by the President, which shall 
consist of at least four members each; further provided 
that the President shall appoint a Chair and a Vice- 
Chair of each committee from its members, to wit: 

(A) Finance 

(B) Regulations 

(C) Public Works 

(D) City Utilities 

SECTION 4. That current section 32.71 (E) is hereby 

repealed. 

SECTION 5. Severability. If any provision of this 
chapter is now or later amended, or its application to any 
person or circumstance is held invalid, the invalidity does 
not affect other provisions that can be given effect without 
the invalid provision or application. 

SECTION 6. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.
